I covered up the top and bottom with some spare plastic and held everything together with a lot of JB Weld. . It took a 
lot of sanding after to get it all to fit in the door handle. I could paint it all black, but it looks normal from the outside, so 
I’m not worried about it. 


I ended up pulling the wiring I needed out of a 3rd gen so that I could have power mirrors on both sides. 1st and 2nd 
gens only Have power passenger mirrors. Running all the wires through the door tube took a while to figure out and I 
didn’t want to try and take off the door panel, so the tube was pretty hard to get off. Since the switch was now on the 
door rather than the center console, half the wires had to be extended, and half of them had to be shortened. That part 
was pretty easy though. I didn’t want to have to take apart the factory fuse box, or figure out hot to properly add the 
mirrors to it so I added them on to my auxiliary fuse box from my power outlet project. I added another relay to so that 
the mirrors only work with the key set to run. The wiring looks messy (and it kinda is..) but it fits behind the drivers side 
kick panel and I’ve never had a problem with it while driving. 


I took a short video of it working. I’m surprised the buttons didn’t break with how many times I had it taken apart.
